A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT.

CONFERENCES BETWEEN PARNELL AND
C'BRIEN AT AN ERD,

Parnell Will Retire From the Leadership
in Favor of Dillon—McCarthy to Step
Down Also—Both Sides Are Entirely
Satisfied With the Result.

{BY CABLE T0 THE DISFATCH.1

Lospox, Jan, T.—Mr. Parpell, accom-
panied by several friends, arrived to-day at
Charing Cross by the tidal train from
Folkestone. No demonstration whatever
was made. A conference of the anti-Par-
nellite leaders was held at the National
Liberal Club. The news received from
Boulogne in regerd to the conference be-
tween Parnell and O'Brien was satisfactory
both to the MeCarthyites and the members
of the club. A mejority of the National
Liberals express themselves as having no
fear of the MecCarthyites agreeing to any
line of action tending to weaken the alliance
between the Irish party and the Glad-
stonians,

Advices received from Boulogne state
that upon Mr. O'Brien’s personal entreaty
he wns empowered to ask Justin McCarthy
to retire from the Chalrmanship of the anti-
Parpell section of the Irish partyin favor of
Jobn Dillon, or, it is understood, the con-
ierence agreed that if O'Brien preferred to
do so, he could serve as Chairman, Ae-
cording to the same advices O'Brien and
McCarthy are to bave an interview at Bou-
logne to-morrow, when the final settlement
of the subject will be made. Gladstone is
understood to bave secreily spproved the
plan decided upon, and the Parnellites are
said to be pledged to abandon Parnell if he
proves iusineere in the pledges given.

Joho Dillon has cabled from New York
his approval of Pernell’s temporary retire-
ment from the Chairwanship in favor of
(’Brien. The negotiations with MeCarthy
will follow. During the eourse of inter-
views in Boulogne to-day Mr. O'Brien is
reported to bave said: ‘“‘My conferences
with Mr. Parnell have been finished” Mr.

Gill is annonoeed to have said that he was

not at liberty to speak on the subject of the
conferences, except so far ssto say that a
peaceful settlement of the matters in dispute
may be expected.

Later, Mr. O’Brien said: “I have nothing
to add to the communieations that have al-
ready been made to the newsnapers, excent
that, in view of all there is at stake for un-
happy Ireland, and in theinterests of triend-
ship and good will between the two peoples,
I respectfully entrest our friends in a por-
tion of the Enﬁli:h press Lo exercise patience
while we are discussing most difficult and
delicate matters with our brother represent-
atives ol Ireland.”

SMALLNOTES WANTED

There Are Entirely Too Maoy Half-
Dollars in Current Use.

DEMAND FOR PAPER CURRENCY.

The Government Would be a Winner on
This Kind of Money.

TREASURER HUSTON HAS A SCHEME

[FROM A STAFF COLRESPONDENT.]

WAsHINGTON, Jon. T—The bill intro-
duced in the House by Mr. Kelly, of Kan-
sas, providing for an issue of $50,000,000
of paper fractioral eurreney, in desoming.
tions of 5, 10, 25 and 50 cents, has excited
some discussion, but it does not scem 1o
meet with much favor. Mr. Huston, United
States Treasurer, said ia regard to the mat-
ter to-day: *It is not to be demied thau
fractional paper eurrency has some ad-
vantages over coins of like denomination.
For trapsportation by mail it is ever so
much more convenient, nnd it does not suf-
fer loss of value ordinanly by wear.

“The loss by abrasion of the subsidiary
coios is enormous. You will hardly find
one that does mnot exhibit signs of wear
which signify an appresciable diminisbment
in its worth, There are at present 28 ,000,-
000 half dollar pieces in the sub-Treasuries
at San Francieco and New York, and T will
venture to assert that something hike 75 per
ceut of these coins are in a condition to be
considered as rrent, on account of the
abrusion tkey have suffered. Not only do
such coins undergo destroying wear 1o the
hands of the publie, but in the process of
beiug shifted about the vaults in gng: they
lose individual weight.

Demand for Simall Currency.

“But the demand for fractiopal currency
is made alwost purely ob sentimental
grounds, Peovle feel as il they had more
money when they have a lot of little bills in
their pockets, and the readiness with which
such smull notes can be mailed io any sums
seems an advantage. However, there is not
muach strength in this latter reason,
inasmuch ss postal notes are purchasabie for
the same purpose.

*Undoubtedly, we have too many silver
baif-dollars, und it is most desirable that
the surplus of them now lying in the vaults
should be recoined assoon as possible into
dimes and quarters. The demand for dimes
in particulor is much greater than the
supply, and the same may be said of nickels.
You sce, two dies and a vickel will alwnzs
make & Joarter. On the other hand the
people seem to have more than enough half-
dollars in eurrent use, It is impossible to
tell just how many they bave. We know
how many silver dollars are in circulation,
becsnse we have not been coinlng them for
very long, but the smaller pieces bave been
minted sinee the beginning of things, OF
the fact that there are not en.ugh quarters,
dimes and nickels we have positive knowl-
edge.

Treasurer Hustoon's Recoinage Sch

“My project, now be’ore Congress, is to
charge up to the bullion fund the smount in
the possession of the Tressury of !ractional
silver coins and likewise the $6,000,000 of
trade dollar builion, the aggregate being
something like §25,000,000. Supposing this
done, I propose that the Secretary be allowed
to issue the entire amouat in Treasury notes,
under the act of July 14, 1890, equal to the
par value of the [ractiondl silver charged to
the bullion account and the trade dollar
bullion at its present estimated valua.

“The Secretary would be authorized by
Congress to have the fractional silver and
the trade dollar bullion coined into stundard
silver dollars, thus anticipating the ulti-
mate redemption of the Treasury notes. The
loss incidental to recoinage should be
charged to the silver profit fund. The Goy-
ernment ouzht bardly to interpose any ob-
jection to printing irnctional currency if the
people want it, 1pasmuch as so much ef it is
destroyed, or lor other reasons never comes
in for redemption, that the profit on its
isspe is very large indeed,

that their safety was likely to bs mennced.
Instead of this, in your apparent endeavor to
escape responsibility, you remained so com-
pletely passive, that as far as events on board
the Acnpulco were coveerned, you and your ves-
sels might as well have been on the other side
of “tli.le ocean. S =

ensver any passenger, whether American
or foreign, is received on board an American
vessel, he comes uoder the American flag and
is entitled to the protection snd secunty of
which that flag is the guarantee,

Itis believed that few cases have ever oc-
curred in the bistory of the United Btates
where a commanding officer so completaly
abandoned the respoopsibilities of his position,
a8 according to yonr own showing, vou did on
this critical oceasion. A United States officer
doos not ask of a foreign Government permis.
sion to offer asylum to any person on board an
American vessel at sea, who stands in need of &
refare. An officer who abdicates his anthority
and that of the nation he represents, and sur-
renders it to others, has a lesson to learn before
Lie can safely be entrusted with the command
ol a ship of war,

Foemale Treasury Clorks Urged to Erect a
Statne of Him.

WasnaivgroN, Jan. 7.—*The propo-
sition that the women clerks in Washington
owe it to their own sense of propriety to
build here a monument to the late General
F. E, Spinuer is creditable to the author of
it, and it ought to grow from an oral hint
into an actual fact,” ssid W, A. Croffut,
the well-known newsnaper writer, to-day.
“] was a clerk in the Treasury Department
when the quiet revolution took place, and I
kuow that the Treasurer was entirely
responsible for it. I met him here oo his
visit a vear ago aod be expressed the pride
he felt in that action.

“The best thing Iever did here,” he said,
with great earpestness, *'wastheappointment
ofthe first woman clerk;in fact I oiten think
it was the only deed of my life that is worth
remembering. Inm glad I did it; the re-
sult shows that it was worth doing. It has
improved the service and helped a thousand
women to win their bread.” DBut in his
prime General Spinner was such a roughly
and rudely picturegune person that a statne
would be the fittest memorisi.
